DE 10213615 (O'REILLY) provides a garment equipped with heat or cold retaining 
material that is incorporated within the garment layers and that can cover the body of an 
animal. 

DE 4140507 Al (SHULTE) provides an electrically-heated horse blanket using a heating 
element sandwiched between an inner and an outer layer of the blanket and connected to 
an external battery.
